This 
little school with 14 different names on its register dur- 
ing its 28 weeks duration had 82 cases of tardiness, 194 
cases of dismissal, 420 non-membership half-day absen- 
ces and 584 other half-day absences. No school can be 
completely successful under such circumstances, yet 
good progress was made in many of the branches. 

The south school-house has been thoroughly re- 
paired; much of it being made new and new furniture 
put in throughout so the school-room is now the most 
comfortable one in town. These repairs and new fur- 
niture have cost $319.19. 

One side of the east school-house has been shingled 
and sundry repairs made at a cost shown elsewhere. 
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The other side of the school-house and all of the shed 
need to be shingled this coming season. 

A new platform has been built in front of the vil- 
lage school-house, some grading done, foundation 
repaired etc. as shown by the cost in the treasurer’s 
report. 

All school books and school supplies have been 
purchased as far as possible at first hands and the bills 
for the same paid by the selectmen. Cupboards with locks 
have been put into each school-room for the purpose of 
holding these supplies. School books are loaned to the 
pupil. Each book is numbered and a record kept so 
that any loss or damage can be traced.
